THE PASSING OF AN OLD TUMPIKE 


PART OF GREAT HIGHWAY TO PITTSBURG 


WILL SOON BE ABANDONED. 


II Was Built Eighty-Five Years Ago anil its 


Completion Was Cclcbralcil Will) 


an Ox Roast. 


A petition haa been presented to tlie 


Quarter Sessions Uourt of AOam.s County 
to abandon that purl of the York anil 
Gettysburg turnpike between the latter 
borouRli find NeW Oxford, a distance of 
ten miles out of a total length of twenty- 
eight miles covered by said pikti. 


This turnpike lu»s an iuteiesting his- 


tory and its building was one of the 
great events ot tbe times in .which it 
took place. We have turnpikes much 
older in tbe county but it waa one of the 
oaost important, furnishing a connecting 
link as it were, to the frontiers. The 
'York ana Gettysburg turnpike was' part 
of the great highway between Philadel- 
phia and rittsburg, along which the 
carriers of those days, stages and Uoiies- 
toga wagons passed to and fro. 


The Act of Assembly incorporating 


f.his turnpike was passed by the Legisla- 
ture of Pennsylvania, March 11, ]815.

and John Murphy were from Gettysburg. 
Gi'oiga Ltshella from neiir present loca- 
tion of Gulden Station, five miles east, 
of Gettysburg, Himes from Now Ox- 
Cord and liaghei' from Abbottstown. 
Adams county can thus claim ten of tlie 
fourteen and several of the remaining 
foui ase in doubt. 


The corporation was given the name 


of "The President, Managers and Com- 
pany ot tha York and Gettysburg Turn- 
pike Koad." This name proved to be 
too long and cumbersome and much of 
the business for years was illegally trans- 
acted under toe name of the York and 
Gettysburg Turnpike Company. By an 
Act ot Legislatuie of Feb. 28,18GS, nil 
acla done uudei latter n tme were made 
legal and the short name waa made t!ie 
lawful name of the coijioiatioii. 


Under the Act of .March 11, ISIS, two 


stock books w<-re 01 nied in which to en. 
ter all subscriptions of $100 for every 
share of stock. The books were to be 
kept open for six hours on three days in 
York, until .300 shares wore subscribed 
and if in th:it time the shares were not 
subsciibed than the books were to be 
taken elsewhere until the whole num- 
ber subscribed should amount to 000 
shares, $5 per share was to be paid down 
for defraying expenses of taking sub- 
scriptions, aud when 250 shares were 
subscribed the Governor WB") to issue 
letters patent lo the corporation to nuke 
artificial roatl by the best ami nearest 


t j from the west end of the borough 


of Yoik to the boiougb of Gettysburg 
u the county of Adams. 
TLe stock was to be paid in instaH- 


nenta. When letters patent had been 
ssued notice was to be given iu two 
newspapers of Yoik, one in German 
inguage, and one iu Gettysburg, ot a 
ime and place lo organic tlie coipora- 
ion by electing one prejident, twelve 
managers, one tieasurer and other oil!- 
:ers and were then to be entitled to tolls, 
tc. Rca'l was to be completed in ten 
ears, liy Act ot March 13, 1823, the 
jianagers were reduced lo six. 


Gettysburg was given the first presl- 
.ent in the peison of Alexander Cobean 
ud George Uup, of i'ork, was named 
ho treasurer. Subscriptions came in 
lowly. Tbe State of Pennsylvania, by 
Act of March 11, 1810, subscribed for 
50 shares of stock and payment was 
irovided that for every live miles eom- 
p'eted the Governor was to draw his 
warrant for a sum proportioned to the 
whole distance. By Act of March 24, 
817, the State subscribed for another 
50 shares. 
It was not until late iu 1S18, mora 


,ban three years after tlie incoiporition 
>f tbe company, before everything was 
n readiness to begin the building of the 
urnpike. In Ojt., 1S18, Alex. Cobeau 
adveitiaeu that the president and man- 
ageis would meet at home of Mrs. Jsuk- 
ns, in Abbottstown, midway between 
York and Gettysburg, on Oct. 30, 1818, 
to r(c;ive proposals for making said 
road. The company met as- advertised 
aud gave out the contract for the btiild- 
ng of pike and bridges. 


Nov. 4, ISli), notice was given by the 


,r3asurer, George Upp, that the road 
would be completed iu about two weeks 
from that date and that $90 was due on 
each share and the final balance of $10 
would be due Dec. 1,1S19. 


Christmas week of 1819 it was an- 


nounced in the pap;ra of York and Get- 
tysburg that tbe York and Gettysburg 
iurnpike was completed.

This is the turnpike, the ten miles of 


which between New Oxford and Get- 
tysburg ia abontas rough a road as there 


iu tl e corinly. The rains have washed 


the piking bare and the traveler hobbles 
over a rough stony way. The repairs in 
the last len years or more have been few 
and complaints have been many. No 
one who rides it has a good word for it. 
When the petition was passed along the

Water Damages Sidewalks. 


The following communication from 


Messrs Martin Winter and James Weik- 
ert was then read : 


The (jranllc crossing at the ordained alley 
n north side of York street between the prop, 


erty of Sarul. R. Andrews and that of Daniel 
Sbeeler 18 higher than the f;nuloof tlie alley 
proper, and no opening having been provided 
between the crossing stones, the water from 
the alley cannot pass on to tno gutter—for t h i s 
reason and also owing to the fact that the 
public gnttevweBt of our properties was ob- 
struct, to some extent, the water during tlie 
recent heavy rains, and before, flooded over 
and tore out our sidewalks, damaging them 
te such an extent as to be unfit for public 
travel, 


Inasmuch as lh,s damage was caused by 


public \yater and without any negligence on 
our part, we respectfully request that you 
have the same repaired at your earliest con- 
venience and put into as good shape as before. 


On motion of Mr. Wiaolzkey, seconded 


by Mr. Flank, the Highway Committee 
was Instructed to repair the crossing. 


Cbas. S. Duncan, Esq., representing 


George D. Thorn aiid Martin Winter, 
and also in behalf of W. C. Sheely, Esq., 
representing lion. Wm. T. Ziegler, ap- 
peared before Council to protest against 
tbe action of, the borough in running 
water into tbe private alley, at the rear 
of George Thorn's"row o£ houses, and on 
which the soap factory fronts. 
Mr. 


Duncan claimed 
that tbe borough 


drained the water from tbe alley running 
at a right angle to the private alley and 
on account of Ibis it was exceedingly 
bard to keep In order. lie said that one 
of Mr. Thorn's stables had been under- 
mined and that a tenant had threatened 
lo move unless the alley was put In bet- 
ter shape; that it w^the intention of 
his clients to bring suit against tbe bor- 
ough unless the matter was remedied. 
lie did not wish to be misunderstood as 
seeming to bully Council into making 
the repairs because he realized that if 
Council knew the true state of affairs 
tbe mailer would be remedied. 
Con- 


cerning the liability of Council in this 
matter opinions of tbe Supreme Court 
were quoted. 
lie also said that the 


trouble could be remedied by Council 
building a drain at aeost of $35, and also 
that Mr. Winter had offered to allow 
Council to oidain the alley if he is paid 
$150, 
which is one-half the amount thus 


far expended by him on the alley and 
the bridge over Stevens Run, the $150 to 
bfr deducted from his taxes. 


Councilman Menchey stated that tbe 


adjoining alley had not been put in bet- 
ter shape on account of some unfinished 
work of the gas company. This caused 
considerable argument and Mr. Duncan 
remarked that if the Highway Commit- 
tee did not care to remedy the nuisance 
complained of suit would be taken, "and 
the lawyers won't complain." 


Mr. Gilbert stated his belief that the 


private alley was originally a water 
course and if that is the OMB the bor- 
ough is not liable. He suggested that 
there should be a compromise of some 
kind agreed upon as Mr. Winter seems 
to want the borough to take the alley ofl 
bishands. Mr. Menchey favored having 
viewers appointed, that the alley be con- 
demned and appropriated as part of the 
borough. 
This brought forth Ibe re- 


mark from Mr. Duncan that that did not 
have anything to do with the damages. 


After half an hour's discussion of tbe 


matter it was brought to a close by Mr. 
Gilbert making a motion that a commit- 
tee be appointed to investigate the sub- 
j:ct and report at tbe next meeting of 
Council. This motion was carried and 
Messrs. Gilbert, Wolf and i'lank ap- 
pointed as the committee. 


Alley Repaired at Expense ol Another, 
Peter C. Stofk made a verbal eom- 


plainfto Council that the Highway Com- 
mittee had removed the cobble stones 
from the alley adjoining his residence 
on Baltimore street and had substituted 
crushed stone. He declared that tbe 
former owner of that propsrty had laid 
the cobble stones in tbe alley at his awn 
ixpense and that the stone* had been 
:aken away without his consent. Owing 
to this and to the fact that the crossing 
stones at the street end of the alley are 
higher in tbe alley water is dammed up 
and his cellar fboded. He declared that 
it had been an exceptional thing for that 
cellar to have water in it except during 
a wet spring and that the removal of tW 
cobble stones was the cause. He said he 
could not endure tbe water in his cellar 
and that it was all caused by a mistake 
of tbe Highway Committee. 


This statement roused Mr. Menchey, 


who made an emphatic statement that 
the cellar "has been a water hole ever 
since the "bouse was built." He said 
that cobble stone had been left at a dis- 
tance of from 18 to 20 inches from the 
house and that defective spouting had 
caused the cellar to ail up. 


Councilman Wisotzkey put in a word 


by asking whether fine stone would help 
and Street Superintendent Herman de- 
clared that there had never been any 
cobble stone in tbe alley in the drat place, 
that Chas. Wilson, in order to lay a pipe, 
had taken up tbe cobble stone. 


"What was done with the cobble 


stono 't" asked Councilman Swift. 


"They were taken and placed in th* 


alley back of my place," replied Council- 
man Menchey. 


"There has certainly been a good deal 


of work done by the Highway Commit'.e 
not authorized by Council," spoke up 
Councilman Gilbert. 


Mr. Menchey tten put in tbe remark 


.hat Mr, Gilbert didn't say anything 
about his own alley. "The Highway 
Committee hauled turea loads of stone 
nto it." 


"Yea, and I hauled a couple loads of 


stone into it at my own expense," re- 
torted Mr. Gilbert. 


After Mr. Wisotzkey had made a mo- 


Jon that the Highway Committee lill 
up the alley with line stone, President 
'Jylcr instructed the Committee to repair 
the alley satisfactorily. 


Another Alley Complaint. 


John D. Lippy, the C'hunbersburg 


street tailor, was also pceseut with a 
verbal complaint that the alley in the 
rear of his stable was in bad condition, 
that last spring the mud had been hauled 
away ami cobblestone put in and then 
later the cobble stone had been hauled 
away. 


President Oyler instructed the High- 


way Committee to repair this alley also. 


Borough Attorney 
Williams 
then 


called the attention of Council to the re- 
port of the Constable of the Ttiird Ward 
on the condition of Wxs'rington and 
South streets and that Juil^a Swope had 
warned the Borough Council to have the 
same repaired or proceedings would be 
nstituted. 


Councilman Hess stated that in some 


places on Washington street the tracks 
were fully as bad as reported by the Con- 
stable in Court, that they were at least 
eighteen inches above the road. Presi- 
dent Oyler and Mr. Gilbert agreed that 
South street could be easily repaired and 
that it should be done at once. 


At this point Mr. Gilbert again gave 


notice that be would not approve bills 
'or Improvements undertaken by the 
Highway Committee and stated that 
only for repairs had they a light to go 
ihtad without instructions from Coun- 
cil.

The original 
purpose of turnpikes was supplied to an 
extent when railroads were built. After 
that they ceased to be good payiag in- 
vestments. 
These old turnpikes are 


among our beat roads and will always 
have an important use. The day has 
however come when these roads should 
be turned over to the people to be kept 
in repair by them toll free. In many 
cases there is not enough revenue to 
keep them in repair. They get in a fear- 
ful condition, needing the attention a 
supervisor could give. All over the 
State tbey are passing back to the people. 


This passing should not be made the 


excuse to make the county pay extrava- 
gant prices for them. If a turnpike, 
which cost $100,000 a hundred years ago 
to build has not paid a dividend to its 
owners, the stockholders, for a score of 
years, it Is not worth anything and the 
owners should only receive a nominal 
figure. If a dividend has been occasion- 
ally declared or there has been some 
cause to give the stock a value, the 
Vc.lue of the turnpike is simply the sum 
that could be capitalized to yield the 
dividend. 


We understand that only a nominal 


sum will be asked for the York and Get- 
tysburg turnpike, so no difficulties may 
be expected in that c^se. In the future, 
however, when others pass to the people, 
the county should not be compelled to 
pay any flicticious value, nor should any 
speculation be recognized which would 


tk ';o give a fictitious value. As these 


turnpikes come back to the people, it 
should be at their value, little or noth- 
ing, no more.

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FIRE DESTROYS B4RN OF MiJ. BELL 


TWENTY-THREE SHEEP AND ALL CROPS 


OF SEASON ARE LOST- 


Loss Partially 
Covered by Insurance-Cir- 


cumstances Indicate it to be Ihe 


Work ol Incendiary. 


The barn on farm o! Major Robert Bell, 


in Straban township wae totally destroyed 
by fire on laat Saturday night. In the 
barn was stored all cropa of this season 
and farming implements. His loss will 
reach about {2500. 


Tbe fire was discovered by his son Bob 


ert, who returning home after dark started 
oat to tbe fields to bring the horses to 
the barn. When within three hundred 
feet of it he saw flames at the roof. An 
alarm was at once given and neighbors 
gathered. The fire bad been in progress 
but a few minutes when au explosion was 
heard which carried tbe flames all over 
the barn. The report of this explosion 
wae heard for quite a distance. 
At no 


time after the discovery of the flamea 
could the barn have been eaved. The 
log pen and chicken bouse was saved 
with difficulty and the dwelling waa at 
timea threatened. 
The light of the fire 


was distinctly aeen in town. 


There were thirty-one sheep in and 


about the barn. They could not be kept 
out of the lire, twenty-three perishing and 
be eight aaved being badly bnrned. The 
entire crops of the seaaon were in the barn, 
ixcept two atacks of hay, which latter 
were saved while everything else was de- 
stroyed. 
The wheat crop bnrned is esti- 


mated at five hundred bnahele. A large 
part of it hnd been threshed, yielding over 
onr hundred bushels. All farming ma 
chinery in barn waa destroyed. 


The loes of Major Bell is but partially 


covered by insurance, there being but 
il.500 in tbe Adams County Mutual. The 
Major will rebuild at once 


There eeema to be no doubt in tbe minds 


jf Major Bell and bia family and the 
neighbors that the work was that of an in- 
en diary. There is a corn field running 
lose up to the barn through which a fire 
mg could have come and gone unnoticed. 
The explosion confirms this explanation. 
t was a moonlight night and the family 
ay that there had not been a lantern 
bout the stable for weeka. To have a fire 
iccur on such a night 
leaves 
but 


>ne conclusion to arrive at, that au incen- 
diary fired it.

On the Labor Troubles. 


'•We deplore the continued existence 


of labor troubles affecting important in- 
dustries and vast numbers of people, and 
express tbe earnest hope that through 
concession, moderation and fair dealing, 
early adjustments may be reached. 
While we concede to capital and to em- 
ployers the utmost protection guaran- 
teed by the Constitution and the laws, 
we also declare it to be our conviction 
that labor has the light to that protec- 
tion which comes through organization 
and union. Labor unioni organized for 
the betterment of the condition of wage 
earners, acting within the limits of Ihe 
law, and not subversive to public order, 
or individual rights, are not only lawful, 
but commendable, and should be met, 
recognized and dealt with accordingly. 
The right of labor to organize within 
these limitations ia as aacred as any 
other right of person or property. 


Present System ol Taxation, 


"We are opposed to the present system 


of taxation and management of the 
finances of the State. It is burdensome, 
cumbersome and necessarily breeds ex- 
travagance. It selects special classes of 
property for taxation for certain pur- 
poses and remits toother classes of prop- 
erty the burden of taxation for other 
purposes. -It rnskea equality, of harden 
impossible, and bickering and complaint 
inevitable, and violates the spirit of the 
Constitution in. its demand for equality 
of burden. A3 at present administered 
it collects from the people uuneeded 
revenues, passes them through the State 
treasury and then returns depleted por- 
tions to the localities in which they were 
collected. It results in the accumulation 
of a large and unnecessary surplus in the 
State Treasury for distribution among 
political, or favored banks, aud presents 
a constant temptation to. extravagant 
appropriations an3 expenditures. As a 
partial reraedj for these conditions we 
favor the repeal of all mercantile license 
taxes, and a return into the loral city, 
county and borough treasuries of all 
other license taxes collected therein. 


"Upon all these questions affecting 


the administration of our State alfdiis 
alone, we again invite the co-operation 
of men of all parties who value the good 
name of Pennsylvania higher than the 
triumphs of a discredited party organiza- 
tion."
